3.1(c)(l)(i) Housing Facilities, General. ...repeated failure to maintain surfaces free of rust that prevents 
the required cleaning and sanitization 

3.1(c)(2) Housing Facilities, General.. .repeated failure to maintain surfaces on a regular basis and replace 
worn or soiled surfaces of housing facility and other objects within the facility that cannot be readily cleaned 
and sanitized 

3.1 (d) Housing Facilities, General.... repeated failure to maintain reliable electric power adequate for heating, 
cooling, ventilation, and lighting, and for carrying out other husbandry requirements 
3.2(d) Indoor Housing Facilities.... repeated failure to maintain ceilings of indoor housing facilities 
impervious to moisture or be replaceable 

3.4 (b)(3) Outdoor Housing Facilities,. ..repeated failure to provide wind/rain breaks at entrances to 
primary enclosures 

3.4(b) Outdoor Housing Facilities, Shelter from the elements.... DIRECT.... repeated failure to provide areas of shade 
large enough to contain all animals at one time and protect them from the direct rays ol the sun 
3.10 Watering. ..repeated failure to provide fresh potable water in clean bowls 

3.11(b)(2) Cleaning, Sanitization, Housekeeping and Pest Control — repeated failure to properly clean and sanitize 
food and/or water receptacles as prescribed to prevent an accumulation of dirt, debris, food waste, excreta, and other 
disease hazards 

3.11(c) Cleaning, Sanitization. Housekeeping, and Pest Control repeated failure to control and maintain 

weeds, grasses and bushes so as to facilitate cleaning of premises and pest control, and to facilitate the health 
and well-being of the animals 

3.12 Employees.,. failure to have an adequate number of employees to cany out the level of husbandry and 
care as required by the Animal Welfare Act
